F rom All Sections of the Country. 


Lower Prices Predicted. 


St. Louis, March 6.—If reports re­ 
ceived by the Republic, a farm palter, 
are leliable, bumper crops may be ex­ 
pet itll this year. 
Weather 
conditions have put the 
pod into the best shape and every­ 
thing is favorable for large* and go <1 
yields. While the crops may not Le . s 
large individually us last year, toe 
production* will be more diversified 
and the total output will be enormous. 
Should this interpretation of the re­ 
ports materialize, the tendency would 
be toward comparatively low pities. 
At Hie same time the volume of the 
general agricultural production should 
afford employment to a vast army of 
laborers ami cause such a distribution 
ol the revenue as to vitalize trade. 
Taking the producing territories in 
their entirely, the soil conditions are 
better than ordinarily. There is one 
locality in the southwest and one in 
the northwest from which it is re­ 
ported that weather and soil condi­ 
tions are discouraging, and Montana 
fears that a too rapid thawing of the 
mountain snows might result in an­ 
other dry season.
